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To The Residents of the Town of Canaan... 


As required by statute, herewith is the annual report for the fiscal year ending 
February 15, 1982. Another fiscal year has closed for the Town of Canaan and the 
following activities took place. 

The town dump was officially closed on May 4th, 1981. The contract was awarded 
to Earthmovers, Inc., and completed to the specifications of the D.E.P. on schedule. 
We wish to thank the Planning Board for their assistance and Earthmovers, Inc. for 
the excellent job that was done. In accordance with the wishes of the Town a 
contract was awarded to S.L.F. of Skowhegan to conduct a professional appraisal of 
the town. The revaluation will be for the fiscal year 1982 and is now 64.3% com- 
pleted. Under new Federal and State regulations the town has been given the 
responsibility of 6.84 additional miles of road for maintenance. This includes the 
Battle Ridge Road and a portion of the Hill Road. Due to the condition of the roads at 
present, the Board of Selectmen are opposing the action and have appealed 
through our state representative for relief. 

The Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen are now in the process of 
compiling a comprehensive road plan and anticipate to have something established 
by the end of 1982. 

The Selectmen nave established guidelines for General Assistance in compli- 
ance with M.M.A. recommendations. Policy and procedures for the issuance of gun 
permits was also adopted. 

The Selectmen contacted the National Cemetery Association and have estab- 
lished a comprehensive plan to refurbish the various cemeteries in town. The 
Selectmen wish to thank David Hart for the excellent job he has done with the 
cemeteries this year.

| have examined the financial statements of the various funds and the general 
long-term debt group of accounts of the Town of Canaan, Maine, for the year ended 
February 15, 1982, listed in the foregoing Table of Contents. My examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as 
were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets and, accord- 
ingly, a statement of general fixed assets required by generally accepted accounting 
principles is not included in the financial report. 


Budgetary control over grants included in Special Revenue Funds is maintained 
on the basis of the Grant's fiscal period. Accordingly, a Statement of Revenues, 
Expenditures and Changes in Fund Balance-Budget and Actual for Special Reve- 
nue Funds for the fiscal year ended February 15, 1982, required by generally 
accepted accounting principles is not presented. 


In my opinion, except for the effects on the financial statements of differences 
between the Town’s accounting practices and generally accepted accounting prin- 
ciples referred to in the preceding paragraphs, the financial statements listed in the 
aforementioned Table of Contents present fairly the financial position of such funds 
and the general long-term debt group of accounts of the Town of Canaan, Maine, at 
February 15, 1982, and the results of operations of such funds for the year then 
ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


The current year’s supplementary data, included in the accompanying schedules, 
have been subjected to the same auditing procedures and, in my opinion, are fairly 
stated in all material respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole.
